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Of ' inter-Amerícanism' 


Cuba prepared to 
rejoin the system 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A meeting of 
Western Hemisp here foreign ministers 
was informed today that Cu ba is p rep ared 
for the first time to mak e a p artial retu rn 
to the inter-American sy stem after a 12- 
y ear absence. 
Mex ican Foreign Minister Emilio 0. 
Rabasa told a closed-door meeting of the 
ministers at the State Dep artment that he 
receiv ed p ersonal word of Cu ba’s intention 
from Cu ban Prime Minister Fidel Castro. 
Rabasa’s 
statement 
raised 
the 
p ossibility of Cu ban rep resentation at the 
nex t meeting of hemisp heric foreign 
ministers tentativ ely set for Argentina in 
March. Rabasa conferred with Castro a 
month ago in Hav ana. 
The Castro gov ernment was ex clu ded 
from the Organization of American States 
in 1962 when the OAS decided that Cu ba’s 
Marx ist-Leninist 
p rincip les 
were 
incomp atible with the inter-American 
sy stem. 
Two y ears later, the OAS imp osed a 


dip lomatic 
and commercial 
embargo 
against Cu ba after finding that cou ntry 
gu ilty of try ing to foment insu rrection 
against 
Venezu ela’s 
democratically 
elected gov ernment. 
Castro has rep eatedly said he is not 
interested in Cu ba’s rejoining the OAS. 
Cu ban 
rep resentation 
at the 
March 
meeting in Argentina wou ld not be in­ 
consistent with this p rincip le since it will 
be held ou tside the OAS framework . 
At today ’s meeting Argentina formally 
req u ested that the OAS lift the Cu ban 
embargo withou t delay . 
The p rop osal was made by Argentine 
Foreign Minister Alberto Vignes, whose 
gov ernment is one of six OAS member 
states which hav e u nilaterally v iolated 
the U. S.-su p p orted Cu ba embargo. 
President Nix on serv ed as host for a 
White Hou se dinner for the ministers 
Wednesday night and p ledged efforts to 
lower U.S. trade barriers with Latin 
America and said he will encou rage 


American p riv ate inv estment in the 
region.

On p riv ate inv estment, one of the most

v estment is the richest p crtential sou rce of 
technology , cap ital and organizational 
sk ills the dev elop ing world needs.’’ 
The ministers dined with Nix on after 
sp ending the afternoon in 
p riv ate, 
informal 
consu ltations with Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger. The meeting 
is a p relu de to the annu al meeting of the 
Organization of American States General 
Assembly , schedu led to begin Friday in 
Atlanta.

The measu re, aimed at p rev enting 
mental retardation by imp rov ing p renatal 
care, was giv en p reliminary ap p rov al in 
the Hou se earlier this y ear bu t was then 
delay ed in a controv ersial action of th 
' Economics Coiru nittee. 
The committee v oted to ap p rov e the bill 
and the nex t day in what Rep u blicans 
called a secret meeting v oted to k ill the 
bill. 
Democrats combined 
the measu re 
with a hosp ital aid bill op p osed by Bond 
and refu s^ to consider the maternal 
health care measu re sep arately . 
'The Senate Bu dget Control Committee 
refu sed Wednesday night to ap p rov e the 
combined measu re and Hou se majority 
floor leader Kenneth Rothman, D-Clay ton, 
mov ed that the sep arate bill, which had 
been withdrawn from the Economics 
Committee and p laced at the bottom of the 
Hou se calendary by Rep u blicans, be 
considered Monday as a sp ecial order of 
bu siness. 
'The mov e p robably did not come in time 
to p ass the measu re this y ear u nless the 
Hou se q u ick ly agrees to p ass it and the 
Senate tak es u p the measu re ou t of order. 
In a bu sy day Wednesday , the Hou se 
ap p rov ed Senate-p assed measu res to in­ 
crease state aid to ju nior colleges, p ro­ 
v ide state regu lation of p esticides to 
comp ly with federal law and rev ise the 
state’s antitru st law. 


All bills will be retu rned to the Senate 
for consideration of Hou se change^. 


While the Hou se p assed bills, an 
ap p rop riations, conference 
committee 


remained deadlock ed after a night meet­ 
ing ov er a bill to fu nd p u blic schools. 
Meanwhile, Gov . Christop her S. Bond 
v etoed the first bill of the legislativ e 
session, refu sing to sign a measu re giv ing 
the St. Lou is ju ry commissioner a $3,000 
p ay hik e.

Dav is said SFCC cu rrently receiv es 
ap p rox imately $400,000 in state aid, or $400 
p er 24 credit hou rs. State Fair offers^ 
ap p rox imately 24,000 credit hou rs, which is 
determined by the nu mber of fu ll-time 
stu dents enrolled. 
Dav is said the bill wou ld p robably not 
tak e effect this fiscal y ear, and state aid for 
the school y ear 19 74-75 wou ld be based on 
the $400 p er 24 credit hou rs rate.

The Sedalia Fire Dep artment’s new 
p u mp er tru ck was damaged early Thu rsday 
morning when the garage door at the fire 
station at 211 Sou th Kentu ck y closed on the 
cab of the tru ck as firemen were leav ing in 
resp onse to a fire call. 
According to Fire Chief Willis Jabas, the 
au tomatic garage door was raised as 
firemen were leav ing the station to answer 
a fire call at 300 East 27 th. Instead of 
stay ing u p , the door su ddenly came back 
down and stru ck the windshield area of the 
. cab, crack ing both windshields and cau sing 
minor damage to the front p art of the cab. 
“It was one oi those freak y th ii^ that 
may nev er hap p en again,’’ said Richard 


Coats, who was called in to insp ect the 
ov erhead docN* Thu rsday morning. 
Coats, an emp loy e of the Ov erhead Door 
Co. of Sedalia, said that a sotonoid in the 
door’s 
electric 
brak e 
ap p arently 
malfu nctioned, cau sing the door to start 
back down after it was raised. 
“The door is so old it’s getting to the 
p oint where y ou can’t really comp letely 
rely on the p arts any more,’’ Coats said. 
When ask ed how old old the door was. 
Coats said he had been with the Ov erhead 
Door Co. for 25 y ears “and it was old when 
I started.’’ 
Coats and assistant work ed on the door 
for more than an hou r, mak ing a nu mber of 
adju stments on the door’s electric motor 
and said the u nit is work ing p rop erly again. 
“I didn’t rep lace any p arts becau se I’m 
not su re I can get the p arts for the door.’’ 


he stated. “Of cou rse, if I can get the p arts. 
I’ll rep lace them.’’ 
Jah u and driv er Don Meier were in the 
cab of the tru ck when the door came down. 
“I didn’t see it coming down,’’ said 
Jabas. “We were ju st on ou r way ou t the 
door and, bang, down it came.’’ 
Jabas and Meier were not inju red. 
As a p recau tionary measu re, Jabas said 
he will hav e the op en-close switch 
relocated closer to the firemen’s lou nge 
area and p ark the tru ck a little fu rther back 
in the station. 
He indicated ttmt these measu res wou ld 
giv e firemen more time between when the 
door started to op en and when the tru ck 
started ou t the door. 
Althou gh no definite estimate was

Fairgrounds grandstand roof 
never finished — 
funds diverted

The new roof to be constru cted this 
su mmer on the grandstand at the Missou ri 
State Fairgrou nds will rep lace a ru st-eaten 
roof deck that was p u t u p ju st six y ears ago. 
In 1968 the first lay er of a mu lti-lay er 
roof was constru cted on the grandstand at 
a cost of abou t $15,000, an engineer with 
the 
State 
Div ision 
of 
Design 
and 
Constru ction in Jefferson City said. Bu t the 
other lay ers were nev er added, he said, and 
the 
u np rotected 
lower 
steel 
lay er 
“corroded something terrible.’’ 
Fair Secretary Ron Jones, who assu med 
his job last y ear, said the new rbcrf will cost 
the state “u nder $50,000.’’ Bids on the 
p roject are to be op ened May 2 in Jefferson 
aty . 
The old roof deck will be remov ed. In its 
p lace will be a single-lay er alu minu m roof 
that will be treated with enamel to mak e it 
ru stp rocrf. 
Former Fair Secretary W. C. Ask ew, 
when contacted Thu rsday at his home in 
Sedalia, said he didn’t remember all the 
details, bu t recalled that fu nds for the 
constru ction of the other lay ers of the roof 
were div erted to p u rchase an additional 6 0 
acres of land for the State Fair. 


“We ju st felt it was more imp ortant to 


bu y the land than p u t the roof on,’’ Ask ew 
said. 
The former Fair secretary also said no 
additional fu nds were av ailable then. 
The engineer at the Div ision of Design 
and 
Constru ction 
also 
recalled 
that 
inav ailability of fu nds p rev ented the other 
lay ers from being constru cted. 
Jones said the p resent roof deck cou ld be 
hazardou s in high winds. Becau se of the 
ru sting to both the screws and p arts of the 
roof itself, he said, “p arts off the roof cou ld 
start blowing off.’’ 
The engineer blamed the deteriorating 
condition of the roof on the failu re of a ru st­ 
p roof p aint which was ap p lied to the ro<4 
deck . 
He said an eff<Mt was made “a cou p le or 


three y ears ago’’ to remov e the ru st, bu t 
this was u nsu ccessfu l. 
The engineer estimated it wou ld hav e 
cost the state abou t $30j000 to hav e added 
the other lay ers to the roof deck . These 
wou ld hav e inclu ded a lay er of insu lation, 
and another ou tside steel section. 
He said the new roof shou ld last “20 « r 30 
y ears.’’ 
The Div ision of Design and Constru ction, 
he said, had two other alternativ es to 
allev iate the p roblem. The div ision, be 
said, cou ld hav e decided to sandblast or u se 
add on the p resent roof deck and add the 
additional lay ers, or the div ision cou ld hav e 
tom down the p resent roof deck and

Congress playing stronger role

The two ou tstanding accomp lishments of 
the 9 3rd Congress hav e been the halting of 
American inv olv ement in the Indochina 
war and the reclamation of Congressional 
au thority , Fou rth District Congressman 
William J. Randall said here Wednesday 
Randall made the statement at a noon 
lu ncheon of the Sedalia Lions Clu b at the 
B othw ell 
H otel. 
The 
6 4 -y ear-old 
Indep endence Democrat p resently is on an 
Easter v acation tou r. 
Randall said that ev en thou gh President 
Nix on p u lled troop s ou t of Vietnam, it was 
Congress that k ep t the war from ex p anding 
into other p arts of Indochina. 
Congress, he ex p lained, stop p ed the 
Vietnam war by ov erriding a Presidential 
v eto and bringing a halt “ to the Au gu st 
bombing of Cambodia and Laos.’’ 
Referring to the other accomp lishment, 
Randall said that Congress now is “on the 
right track of getting back the p ower we 
relinq u ished." 


T'oi the first time since 186 7, Randall 
.said. Congress — and not the President — 
is anticip ating p rep aring the Congressional 
bu dget. A bill to giv e Congress this 
au thority , he said, has p assed both hou ses 
bu t now is awaiting f*residential .signatu re. 
As ex p t'cted, other top ics that dominated 
Randall's sp eech and the q u estioas that 
followed were the economy , imp t*achment 
and the energy crisis. 
The economic woes today . Randall .said, 
are p artly du e to financing the Vietnam 
war throu gh deficit sp ending. “The reason 
why we hav e inflation today ,” Randall 
said, “ is becau se we didn’t rai.se tax es 
du ring the Vietnam war.” 
Randall also p redicted p roblems may get 
worse before they imp rov e if many federal 
wage and p rice controls, as well as the Cost 
of Liv ing Cou ncil it.self, are allowed to 
ex p ire at the end of this month. 
If the controls are not ex tended or if 
other measu res are not tak en, Randall 
warned, “p rii'es are going to tak e off.’’ 
Randall 
.said 
he 
p ersonally 
fav ors 
legislation for ex tension (rf the controls, bu t 
Rep. Willia m Ra nda ll 


p redicted su ch legislation “may v ery well 
die.” 
Tu rning to the energy crisis, Randall said 
that ev en thou gh the Arabs hav e now lifted 
their embargo, “there is no time for 
comp lacency .” 
Randall p raised the 55 mile-p er-hou r 
sp eed limit and called for more energy 
sav ing measu res. The increased demand 
for oil, he stated, mu st not ex ceed two p er 
cent a y ear. The l&^y ear Hou se v eteran also 
adv ocated more u se of coal as an energy 
sou rce and more research with solar 
energy . 
Randall also took some p ot shots at the 
Federal Energy Offic*e for “holding back 
statistics” on oil p rodu ction and imp orts 
from the American p u blic. Althou gh there 
might hav e been an oil embargo by the 
Arabs, he said, there definitely was an 
“embargo of information.” 
The Missou ri congressman also blamed a 
small nu mber of “sp ecu lators” for p artly 
cau sing p rop ane gas p rices to sk y rock et. He

Like codefendant John N. Mitchell, the 
former attorney g eneral, Stans denied ev er 
try ing to fix a frau d inv estig ation of 
financier Robert L Vesco in retu rn for a 
secret $200.(KK) contribu tion to President 
Nix on’s 197 2 campaig n 
The indictment charg es that Stans and 
M itchell 
defrau ded 
the 
G eneral 
Accou nting Offii'e by failing to report 
Vesco’s 
contribu tion. 
which 
Stans 
receiv ed on April 10. 197 2. three day s after 
the effectiv e date of a law requ iring 
disclosu re 
They are accu sed of impeding the 
Secu rities 
and 
Rx chang e 
Commission 
inv estig ation of Vesco in retu rn for the 
money . 
Ju dg e Lee Gag liardi permitted Stans to 
testify briefly abou t his wife’s critical 
illness in late 197 2 and early 197 3. Stans 
testified that du ring that period, he spent 
two or three hou rs a nig ht and most week­ 
ends v isiting her at Walter Reed hospital. 
The defense maintains that Stans was so 
distrau g ht ov er his wife’s illness that he 
cou ld not recall dates and details abou t his 
conv ersations reg arding the Vesco case 
du ring that period. 
Two of the perju ry cou nts ag ainst Stans 
alleg e he lied when he said he had not 
talked to former White Hou se cou nsel 
John Dean III and G. Bradford Cook, 
former chief cou nsel and later chairm an of 
the SEC. abou t the Vesco case in the fall of 
197 2. 
Stans testified Wednesday that he had 
talked to both Dean and Cook abou t Vesco 
in that period, bu t denied he willfu lly and 
knowing g av e false testimony to the g rand 
ju ry - 
He said that he had been “a captiv e of 
this case” since his indictment last y ear. 
He said he had spent half of his time 
rev iewing his activ ities du ring the period 
cov ered by the indictment. 
Du ring direct ex amination Wednesday , 
Stans said he had a m andate to keep 
Vesco’s contribu tion a secret, bu t he 
swore he had not cov ered u p any mis­ 
deeds. 


In line with a key clau se in the 
conspiracy cou nt. Cook testified Stans g ot 
him to chang e a parag raph in a proposed 
SEC complaint abou t Vesco. to delete 
specific reference to the transfer of the 
$200,000 
in cash 
that 
made 
u p the 
contribu tion 
“ I did not ask Brad Cook to delete 
any thing on that occasion or any other 
occasion.” said Stans. He said Cook told 
him 
he 
was 
hav ing 
the 
parag raph 
reworked at his own instig ation becau se it 
was too "sensational.” 


The g ov ernment contends the money 
was pledg ed to Stans at a meeting March 
9, 197 2, with Vesco and aides. There was 
testimony that Stans said Mitchell mig ht 
be able to arrang e a meeting between the 
Vesco g rou p and top echelon SEC offi­ 
cials, that he made a telephone call, then 
annou nced to the Vesco people that "y ou r 
appointment with Mr. Mitchell is ready .” 


"I had a telephone call from my 
secretary to tell me my nex t appointment 
was ready . And I believ e 1 probably said 
ou t lou d that my nex t appointment was 
ready .” Stans testified. 


Stans said it was he and not Vesco who 
brou g ht 
u p the su bject of the SEC 
inv estig ation. The witness said Vesco told 
him he believ ed the m atter cou ld be 
settled in a face to face meeting with 
William J. Casey , Bradford’s predecessor 
as SEC chairm an. 


"I said. ‘Mr. Vesco, that shou ld be no 
problem,’” Stans testified. " ‘Any body who 
is hav ing trou ble with a g ov ernment 
ag ency shou ld be able to g o to the head of 
that ag ency .’” 
Nev ertheless, becau se of the SEC probe, 
Stans said he consu lted with Mitchell, the 
ov erall head of the Nix on campaig n 
forces. 
Stans qu oted Mitchell as say ing he had 
information that the inv estig ation of 
Vesco by the S EC was winding down, and 
that Vesco’s lawy ers were conv inced he 
had done nothing wrong . Stans added: 
"He said, and I ag reed, there was no 
reason 
u nder the circu mstances that 
ex isted at the time that we shou ld not 
accept the contribu tion.”

He said it 
basically stemmed from a sug­

If the show gets the reaction 
CBS hopes it will, he said, it 
could become a weekly series 
in future years: " I would hope 
they (CBS brass) could make it 
that.” 
It isn’t a low-budget effort, he

costing, he said the price tag 
was similar to that of a prime

has proven to be the most de 
manding and exhaustive 
In 
fact, it's .said to be the most 
demanding of all man-and-ma- 
chine sports 
Before embarking as a par­ 
ticipant. first consider whether 


you like being airborne at 35 
miles an hour with nothing but 
two wheels and an engine un­ 
der you; or slithering and sUd- 
ing through shin-deep mud; or 
cresting a 10-foot dropoff; or 
traversing 
ruts, 
stones 
and 
stumps as your cycle seems in­ 
tent on throwing you. 


A motocrpsser has to like 
back-breaking work. He has no 
choice 
It’s one of the few 
sports where the rider sustains 
as much abuse as his machine, 
oftentimes more Yet it’s also 
one of the fastest growing 
spectator and participant sports 
in the world, especially in the 
United States 


“ When you’re on a bike, your 
mind is moving faster than 
anything on the track, faster 
than even the bike,” says one 
local motocrosser. “ You’re no 
longer on a simple ego state.

N ew radio series is afoot

NEW YORK (AP) - Thanks 
to a revived audience interest 
in more than music, news and 
sports, no less than four new 
radio drama or humor series 
are on the nation’s airwjves 
these days. Now a fifth series 
is afoot 
It’s the .National Public Radio 
Theater, a dramatic effort that 
lasts an hour Distribution of it 
began this month to the 163 
public radio stations in the fed­ 
erally funded .National Public 
Radio system 
•NPR officials say a total of 
11 of the weekly shows will be 
sent the stations this year, with 
a minimum of 26 new ones or­ 
dered for 1975. .All will feature 
onginal or adapted matenal 
written only for radio 


What prompted it'’ 


“ One of the big things that 
moved us ahead was the suc­ 
cess of the CBS Radio .Mystery 
Theater.’" an .NPR spokesman 
said, referring to the hour-long. 


weeknight series that made its 
debut in January. 
“ I think it proved the point 
that 
we’ve 
been trying 
to 
push.” he said “ That there is 
an audience for radio drama if 
they, the audience, knows it’s 
there.” 
Other radio series now on the 
air are the Mutual Broad­ 
casting network’s ’’Zero Hour.” 
a suspense effort; a “ National 
Lampoon” comedy series and 
“ Sounds of the City.” a soap 
opera about a black family. 
The radio plays are produced 
by EARPLAY. a joint pro^ct 
of the University of Wisconsin’s 
extension school and the Corpo­ 
ration for Public Broadcasting, 
at the university’s radio station 
in Madison. 
Karl Schmidt, a professor of 
educational 
communications, 
supervises the project. He says 
the show draws its thespians 
from .New York. Chicago and 
the .Minneapolis-St. Paul area 
as well as from the studentry. 
How does he get his scripts’’ 
“ Mostly, we work through 
drama agents in New York.” 


he said, “ but we also solicit 
manuscripts through ads in the 
New York Times, the Saturday 
Review and other publications 
like that. ” 
The pay for the scrivening is 
more inspirational than any 
known muse. Schmidt says an 
original, one-hour radio drama 
is worth $2,000 on acceptance, 
regardless of the author’s fame 
or lack of it. 
Question; Since few public 
radio stations can afford to ad­ 
vertise, how can listeners find 
out (a) the call letters of the 
nearest NPR outlet, and (b) 
when the programs air’’ 
A spokesman said the best 
way is for the listener to write 
N PR’s office in Washington. 
D C., and ask which NPR sta­ 
tion is in his or her area. Then 
call the station and ask when 
the show begins. 


which measure the rate at 
which calories are burned to 
sustain a particular activity, 
showed motocrossing second 
only to European soccer as the 
most demanding sport in the 
world,” said John Yaw, editor 
of the American Motorcycle As­ 
sociation’s news publication.

Coup 11 years ago 
blamed on Kennedy 


SAN SALVAIX)R. El Salva­ 
dor (AP) — Former President 
Miguel Ydigoras h'uentes of 
Guatemala says the late F’resi- 
dent John V. Kennedy ordered 
the coup that overthrew him II 
years ago in retaliation for the 
failure of the Bay of Pigs in­ 
vasion of Cuba. 
In an interview on the eve of 
the I3th anniversary Wednes­ 
day of the invasion. Ydigoras 
Fuentes said the attempt on 
F'idel Castro’s regime failed 
becau.se of “ the great indeci­ 
sions of President Kennedy. ” 


He .said. “ As always, he had 
to find a scapegoat, and that 
s ca p e go a t 
was 
Ydigoras 
Fuentes... .It was through Ken­ 
nedy’s orders that my govern­ 
ment was destroyed.” 
The U.S. Central Intelbgence 
Agency trained the invasion 
force of about 300 Cuban exiles 
in Guatemala and Nicaragua 
while Ydigoras was president. 
He was overthrown in March. 
1%3, eight months before Ken­ 
nedy was as.sassinated. 
Now residing in El Salvador 
after 
living 
in 
the 
United 
States, the former president 
said the purpose of the invasion 
was to forestall a Cuban “ offen­ 
sive which extended from the 
United States to all of South 
America.” 


“ The only way to free our­ 
selves of Castro was to invade 
Cuba with an army recruited 
among Cubans who were arriv­ 
ing massively in the United 
States as refugees.” Ydigoras 
Fuentes continued. 


He said that the invasion plan 
was launched during the ad­ 
ministration 
of 
President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Kennedy at first opposed it 
when he took office. 


“ According to what I was 


told later, some U S elements 
of the liai.son commission with 
President Kennedy influenced 
him not to provide the air um­ 
brella just as the b'ree Cubans

“ It was like a thunderbolt in 
the courtroom when I walked 
in, since four of the 11 knew me 
personally.”

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Simon switches from 
energy to inflation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
country’s high inflation rate 
will replace the energy crisis 
as the number one challenge 
for William E. Simon. Presi­ 
dent Nixon's choice as his 
fourth secretary of the Treas­ 
ury. 
Nixon named the 46-year-old 
millionaire and former Wall 
Street investment banker to 
succeed economist George P. 
Shultz, who steps down in May 
after nearly two years at the 
Treasury Department helm. 
Simon has served sinc*e De­ 
cember as head of the Federal 
Energy 
Office. 
The 
White 
House said he will be suc*- 
ceeded as energy administrator 
by his deputy, John C. Sawhill. 
37. 


S i m o n ’ s appointment as 
Treasury secretary is expected 
to touch off a struggle among 
Nixon’s economic advisers to 
gain a portion of the consider­ 
able inifluence over economic 
poli^-making held by Shultz. 
Nixon said he would take a 
more active hand himself in 
economic planning and will 
head the important Council on 
Economic Polity, a post pre­ 
viously held by Shultz. 
Other positions held by Shultz 
that will not go to Simon in­ 
clude assistant to the President 
for domestic and international 
economic policy, which will re 
main unfilled for the time 


being, and chairman of the 
Cost of Living Council, a posi­ 
tion of declining influence that 
will be filled on an interim 
basis by council director John 
T. Dunlop. 
Sources say that Simon will 
face a difficult challenge in the 
international 
policy-making 
arena from Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger, who Mon­ 
day showed his interest in this 
field in an important statement 
on U.& foreign economic policy 
delivered to the United Nations 
in New York. 
But Simon is said by aides to 
feel the major problem facing 
him as Treasury secretary will 
be the country’s worsening in­ 
flation rate, which saw con­ 
sumer pric*es rise 8.8 per c-ent 
last year, and at a 12 per c'ent 
rate 
during

two 
months of this year. 
Simon is said to generally 
support the approach to in­ 
flation followed by Shultz, in­ 
cluding steps to increase agri­ 
cultural supplies combined with 
conservative 
spending 
and 
money supply policies. 
Like Shultz, Simon is cool to 
economic controls. 
Simon likely will give addi­ 
tional details on his thinking on 
ways of combatting inflation 
when he appears before the 
Senate Finance Committee for 
confirmation 
hearings,

Nelson T. Shields IV, 23, be­ 
came the I2th white person 
killed within five montlw by a 
black gunman who fired with­ 
out warning and without provo­ 
cation Tuesday night. 
Six other whites have been 


wounded in shootings police 
have code-named the “ 25ebra” 
case. 


Washington Garner, the black 


president of the Police Commis­ 
sion, urged the city’s blacks. 
“ If you are stopped, don’t re­ 
sent it. Show your identification 
and, if iKcessary, permit a 
search.” 
Alioto said, “ We are mindful

“ So many things have hap­ 
pened to me,” she said. “ And 
the thing that is terrible for me 
too is that I am married to an 
American man and I hate 
Americans. True, although I 
have many fine friends here. 
“ I’ve become anti-American, 


yes, totally. 'They did it to me.” 
Miss Mercouri, who lives 


most of the time in Paris, is 
here with her husband, Jules 
Dassin, nuking a film about a 
bloody 
student 
uprising in 


Athens last November. Official 
reports listed 12 deaths, but un­ 


derground 
reports she said 


count more than 300 fatalities. 
“ 'The children were 12 years 


old and they killed them,” she 
said. “ Tanks rolled over them. 
They permitted that and they 
are responsible for that.” By 
“ they” she said she meant this 
country. 
“ I see an indifference here 


now because they don’t know, 
because the newspapers don’t 
say any more. Who cares about 
Greece? Who cares that I have 
become somebody that is bad? 
I was somebody before that 
loved, that had generosity, and 
I’ve become stingy and I hate 
them for that. 
“ When I was here before 


(three years ago) I did not 
have this feeling. I had fight, 
but I did not consider myself 
an exile. Now I am. I don’t 
know where I live, I don’t care 
where I live. 
" I hope they will not bring 


me dead back to Greece. What 
I know is I will never stop 
fighting.”

GE, G M fighting energy critics

NEW YORK (AP) - Two of 
the giants of U.S. industrial life 
are showing their bruises from 
the energy controversy and are 
fighting their critics with un­ 
usually blunt accusations. 
Says General Electric: “ Ap­ 
pliances are not wasteful users 
of energy as the public has 
been led to believe.” That be­ 
lief, claim G E executives, is 
the result of “ misinformation 
... and downright bad advice.” 
General Motor’s outrage is 
directed at what it feels are 
smears contained in a booklet 
distributed by a Senate sub­ 
committee alleging, among oth­ 
er things, that GM destroyed 
thriving street railway systems. 
“ General Motors did not de- 
.stroy street railway systems,” 
the company said in a 67-page 
reply. “ They failed everywhere 
because they were no longer 
able to give adequate service.” 
It adds that the publication, 
distributed by the Senate sub­ 
committee on Antitrust and Mo­ 
nopoly. “ is replete with addi­ 
tional false and deceptive state­ 
ments.” 
Neither company is likely to 
change attitudes immediately, 
but their claims seem to open a 
phase 
of 
the 
energy 
con­ 


troversy in 
which opposing 
views might be better analyzed 
and the objective truth distilled 
from them. 
One of the popular assump­ 
tions about the shortage is that 
the proliferation of electric ap­ 
pliances, such as toothbrushes 
and self-cleaning ovens and the 
like are among the chief cul­ 
prits. 
But, says G E, a self-cleaning 
oven uses only slightly more 
electricity than a conventional 
oven. 
A statement released here in 
March said: 
“ It is essential to recognize 
that the 300 million major ap­ 
pliances presently in use con­ 
sume a small fraction of our to­ 
tal energy. Only about 5 per 
cent of the total energy supply 
is being used in the home ...” 
GM’s anger was made known 
to the subcommittee in the 
form of a request to suspend 
distribution of what it terms a 
false, misleading document. If 
that document is distributed 
again, it asked that GM’s posi­ 
tion accompany it. 
The chief causes for GM’s an­ 
ger were assertions that: 
—GM aided the Nazis during 
World War II through its sub­ 
sidiary, the Adam Opel Co.,

Clerk’s office shall be open for permanent 
registretion at all times that su ch office is 
open for other bu siness. Su nday s and 
holiday s ex cepted 
.No person shall be 
enUtled to register within a penod of 28 
day s (recently amended to the fou rth 
Wednesday ) pnor to any election in which 
the registration records prov ided for in this 
chapter are to be u sed ” 


It is the du ty of each local election 
official to interpret, apply and enforce

The massiv e capitol, 
dome and all. is the

u su ally associated with 
the Midwest. The people 
of Iowa got started on

Bu t what abou t those ads! One day last

serv ice to home, hotel or motel, complete

The stolid capitol and the Pu ssy cat 
Parlor (“ let ou r kittens relax y ou ” ) prov ide 
a working metaphor for political changes 
that wou ld hav e astonished the Union 
v eterans of a t*entu ry ago. When the 
cornerstone was laid for the capitol. Iowa 
had a 100 per cent Repu blican delegation in 
Washington. 
That admirable condition 
continu ed into the 20th centu ry . With only 
a few defections — and these for only 
single terms here and there — Iowa kept 
sending solidly Repu blican delegations to 
the Hou se and Senate. Su ch conspicu ou s 
Democrats as Senator Gu y Gillette were 
merely ex ceptions to the ru le. 


Twenty y ears ago. to get to more recent 
history , it was still a beau tifu l Repu blican 
pictu re: 
Bou rke 
B. 
Hickenlooper and 
Thomas E. Martin were in the Senate, and 
Repu blicans held all eight seats in the 
Hou se. This was like hav ing $50 steers and 
$40 hogs. The political landscape was as 
ev en and serene as the black and lev el 
fields. 


Well, gentle readers, behold the Pu ssy cat 
Parlor. The state is in ferment. Iowa’s six 
seats in the Hou se now are div ided three 
and three, bu t there is a v ery real 
possibility , or so a reporter is told, that 
after Nov ember the GOP will be down to 
Lonesome Bill Scherle in the Fifth. The 
Senate seat being v acated by Democrat 
Harold Hu ghes is likely to go to Rep. John 
C. Cu lv er, the two-fisted giant from Cedar 
Rapids.

liberal 
Democrat, is said to hav e an edge ov er 
either of the two Repu blicans. George F. 
Milligan and Dav id Stanley , who are 
competing for the GOP nomination. 


The Democrats are hopefu l of grabbing 
the Third District seat being v acated by 
v eteran H R Gross and they believ e they 
can du mp Repu blican Wiley May ne in the 
Six th. In their own state legislatu re, the 
Democrats made stu nning gains in 19 72, 
despite George McGov ern’s drag on the 
ticket, and with a fu rther gain of only half a 
dozen seats they cou ld take the lower 
chamber in Nov ember.

The White Hou se tried to line u p the 
most 
prestigiou s 
jobs 
for 
bu siness 
ex ecu tiv es who had contribu ted heav ily to 
President Nix on’s 19 72 campaign. Or, as a 
confidential White Hou se memo pu t it, 
there 
is 
“ considerable 
potential 
opportu nity to reward deserv ing Nix on 
ex ecu tiv es with an NDER appointment .” 


The memo, addressed to presidential 
assistant Dan Kingsley , stated that the 
Office of Emergency Preparedness was 
qu ite willing to accept the campaign 
donors. Both the director, George Lincoln, 
and his depu ty , Darrel!

me I should have told people to 
switch from aspirin to Tylenol 
1 hate to disagree with a 
former professor of organic 
chemistry,

medicine was ac*entanilid which 
is now obsolete and has not 
been used for some time It lost 
out when aspirin came along 
Tylenol 
(acetaminophen;, 
a 
newer drug, is less to.xic than 
phenacetin. Other trade names 
are Apamide. Conacetol and 
Lestemp. Look it up in the 
“ A.MA Drug P’valuations. ' and 
you can see for yourself The 
same source points out that, 
unlike aspirin, it does not cause 
bleeding from the stomach or 
intestines as aspirin can and 
goes on to state it can be used as 
a replacement for aspirin 


It is a goixl medicine for the 
relief of pain. It does not have 
the anti-inflammatory action of 
aspirin Thus it might relieve 
the pain of osteoarthritis (seen 
in older persons), but it would 
not be a good replacement for 
the large dosages of aspinn 
sometimes u.sed for rheumatoid 
arthritis or other conditions 
where a red, swollen, inflamed 
joint needs anti-inflammatory 
treatment

WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
economy sank swiftly tow ard recession 
lev els in the first q u arter of the y ear, while 
inflation p u shed p rices u p w ard at an ev er- 
increasing rate, accord ing to gov ernm ent 
figu res released Thu rsd ay .

O n. W illiam B. Sax be th at Miss H earst 
ap p eared to a willing p articip ant in a 
M ond ay bank robbery by m em bers of the 
SLA. 
Asked abou t Sax be’s statem ent. Kelley 
told a m eeting of new sp ap er ed itors: 


“ We will be gu id ed by the facts and not 
by any op inion.”

The stolid capitol and the Pussycat 
Parlor (“ let our kittens relax you” ) provide 
a working metaphor for poliUcal changes 
that would have astonished the Union 
veterans of a century ago. When the 
cornerstone was laid for the capitol, Iowa 
had a 1(X) per cent Republican delegation in 
Washington 
That admirable condition 
continued into the 20th century. With only 
a few defections — and these for only 
single terms here and there — Iowa kept 
sending solidly Republican delegations to 
the House and Senate. Such conspicuous 
Democrats as Senator Guy Gillette were 
merely exceptions to the rule. 


Twenty years ago, to get to more recent 
history, it was still a beautiful Republican 
picture:

WASHINGTON — The White House has 
secretly 
appointed 
wealthy 
campaign 
contributors to the standby corps, which 
would help run the country in case of war 


The fateats. selected more for their 
poUtical generosity than their executive 
ability, have been forced upon a reluctant 
National Defense Executive Reserve. 


This is an elite reserve outfit of 3.600 
private executives, who would immediately 
step into top defense jobs in 19 federal 
agencies if war should break out 


The White House tried to line up the 
most 
prestigious 
jobs 
for 
business 
executives who had contributed heavily to 
President Nixon’s 1972 campaign. Or, as a 
confidential White House memo put it. 
there 
is 
“ considerable 
potential 
opportunity to reward deserving Nixon 
executives with an NDER appointment .” 


The memo, addressed to presidential 
assistant Dan Kingsley, stated that the 
Office of Emergency Preparedness was 
quite willing to accept the campaign 
donors. Both the director. George Lincoln, 
and his deputy, Darrell Trent, “ concur and 
are ready to start,” declared the memo. 


There was hesitation, however, from 
O EP official Margaret Cates who insisted 
on choosing qualified executives 
The 
White House memo implied cautiously that 
pressure could be brought on her. 


“ Although not a political appointee. Mrs 
Cates appears loyal and is under the 
direction of Darrell Trent.” said the memo 
The implication was that Trent could get 
her to comply. 


The memo directed that the Nixon 
contributors “ must be placed in a unit, 
unless their qualifications just don’t meet 
the necessary requirements ” 


The only cautionary note appears to have 
been scrawled on the memo by Bill Horton. 


an aide to then White House personnel czar 
Fred Malek. 


“ Are 
these 
positions 
sufficiently 
prestigious so that the candidates feel 
recognized? ” asks the note Apparently the 
answer was affirmative, for Mrs. Cates 
shortly got about 100 Nixon campaign 
contributors to place.

troversial gift of pre-presidential papers, 
informed sources said Thursday. 
EMdence collected by a congressional 
committee 
and 
other 
government 
investigators indicated documents had 
been falsified when a half-million-dollar 
tax deduction was claimed for the papers 
gift 
But the Joint Committee on Internal 
Revenue Taxation, which was aked by 
Nixon to examine his tax returns, refused 
to address itself to the question of criminal 
fraud. 
It concluded that the gift deduction was 
improper and that the President should 
pay the taxes he would have been assessed 
had he not claimed the gift. 
The IRS, which also audited the Nixon 
returns, came to a similar conclusion, but 
the White House said the tax agency had 
found no evidence Nixon defrauded the 
government. The IRS refused comment on 
the issue. 
Sources close to the case now say IRS 
agents 
continued 
to 
investigate 
the 
circumstances surrounding the papers gift 
even after Nixon agreed to pay his back 
taxes. The agents called off their probe 


this week when the special prosecutor's 
office took over, the sources said. 
The fraud section of the Internal 
Revenue Code makes it a felony for 
anyone involved in the preparation of an 
income tax return to submit any docu­ 
ment “ which is fraudulent or is false as to 
any material matter. ” whether or not the 
taxpayer who signs the return is aware of 
its nature. 
In the gift case, the deed giving the 
papers to the government was dated on 
March 27. 1967, four months before the ex­ 
piration 
of 
a 
law 
permitting 
tax 
deductions for such gifts. Investigators 
later determined, however, that the deed 
wasn’t actually signed until April 10,1970, 
long after the deduction deadline. 
The document was signed by a White 
House lawyer, not the President, and the 
White House has claimed that any errors 
made in the preparation of the Nixon tax 
returns 
were 
made 
without 
Nixon’s 
knowledge by the people delegated to do 
the work. 
Frank DeMarco Jr., the lawyer who 
wrote the deed and prepared the tax 
return, has said he went over the return in 
detail with the President in he Oval Office 
on April 10. 1970, the same day the deed 
was signed and Nixon’s return was signed 
and turned over to the 1RS.

Clark, a retired Air Force sergeant and a 
Republican, was named fee agent here in 
December by the Revenue Department 
The state audit was completed Saturday.

McCarron said. 
According to the Kansas City Star, Gov
